DALLAS (UPI) — Gu nmen 
bru tally ex ecu ted an armo red 
car gu ard du ring a ro bbery

in the chest and leav ing his 
bo dy sitting o n bu lging mo ney 
bags. 
The gu ard, 4 3 -y ear-o ld Jack 
Greenwo o d, was handcu ffed and 
there was no ap p arent reaso n 
fo r what p o lice described as 
“o ne o f the mo st senseless and 
bru tal” killings they had ev er 
seen. 
Ano ther gu ard, James Wo o d, 
25, was sho t o nce in the chest 
du ring the hijacking o f the 
armo red car. He was in “fair” 
co nditio n after su rgery . 
The armo red car was believ ed 
to be carry ing abo u t $6 0,000 bu t 
it was no t kno wn ho w mu ch wras 
taken in the ro bbery . A p o lice 
sp o kesman indicated the car was 
the same o ne which had p icked 
u p $60.000 fro m the Hamp to n 
State Bank ju st a few minu tes 
befo re it was co mmandeered. 
Wo rking in Yard 
Milbu rn Smith and his wife 
were wo rking in their y ard 
when Wo o d, co v ered with blo o d 
fro m his wo u nd, half crawled 
thro u gh their fro nt gate. 
“Get me a drink, get me a 
drink. They ’v e go t my driv er,” 
Wo o d said. 
Wo o d said the ro bbery started 
sho rtly befo re 11 a.m. when he 
walked fro m a dru gsto re in 
so u thwest Dallas. He said a 


man jammed a gu n into his 
back and o rdered him to walk 
to wards the armo red car. 
The man o rdered Greenwo o d, 
who was sitting in the fro nt o f 
the car, to o p en the do o r. 
“Get that damn do o r o p en o r

o ne,” 
the 
hijacker barked, sho v ing the 
gu n deep er into Wo o d’s back. 
Greenwo o d o p ened the do o r 
and the gu nmen sho v ed Wo o d 
inside. Ano ther acco mp lice to 
the ro bbery jo ined the first 
gu nmen and they fo rced Wo o d 
to driv e 
the car fro m the 
dru gsto re. 
Was Sho t 
The men fo rced Greenwo o d 
into the back o f the tru ck, 
handcu ffed o ne hand to the seat 
they 
p laced 
him 
o n 
and 
handcu ffed his o ther hand to the 
rear do o r. He was then sho t by 
o ne o f the bandits. 
The 
gu nmen 
wheeled 
and 
blasted 
a 
sho t 
into 
Wo o d’s 
chest. Wo o d fell fro m the tru ck. 
The tru ck was taken to a 
wo o ded area where the high­ 
way men sho t Greenwo o d fiv e 
times 
in a 
p recise 
six -inch 
circle in his chest. 
The tru ck was fo u nd in an 
abando ned indu strial p ark area, 
p artially camo u flaged by bru sh 
and cedar trees. 
“The tru ck was o p ened, and 
bags o f mo ney had sp illed o u t
